New motoHacing sim Project CAPS will win over the petrolhead naysayers, 
says The Stig. Strap yourself in, feel the realism and prepare to be blown away! 


W hen the guys from 

Slightly Mad Studios 
started work on 
what they hoped would be the 
most realistic driving game 
ever made, they turned to 
a man famed not only for his 
incredible skills behind the 
wheel, but also his absolute 
hatred for racing games. 

We are, of course, referring 
to The Stig. Before joining 
Project CARS, The Stig would, 
he says, “rather have ironed his 
eyelashes than waste time on 
a drive simulation”. 

Now, three years later. 
Slightly Mad and The Stig 
have created the most realistic 
driving experience ever. 

. Here’s The Stig to tell you 

how he improved the 
vk game... 
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THE STIG SAYS “Simulating 
weather conditions is tough; 
especially heavy rain. When 
I explained how cars would 
react in wet-racing conditions, 
and they simulated it, I literally 
punched the air... I don't know 
how the developers did it, 
because the programming side 
is voodoo to me, but when 
I drove through a big, shiny 
puddle, the car aquaplaned 
and spun its rear tyres until 
I corrected. For me, this was 
something special." 


THE STIG SAYS “IVe used 
Formula One simulators whose 
tracks don't live up to the 
fidelity of Project CARS. That's 
a bold statement but it's true. 
I've done a million laps around 
Oulton Park and it's one of the 
finest circuits in the world 
because of bankings, cambers 
in the surface and, above all, 
the bumps. I made sure they 
included those finer details 
and it was only when I spun out 
practising a lap on the game 
that I knew they'd nailed it. 


THE STIG SAYS “I've spent 
years listening to engines 
through earplugs and a helmet 
but the engine notes come 
through really well to my 
slightly deaf ears. My favourite 
feature is the tyre screech 
under-braking, which I pushed 
for in order to augment the 
sensory feedback to the driver. 
If you pussyfoot around, you 
won't wake your neighbours." 


Project CARS is out 


THE STIG SAYS “The beauty 
of working for Top Gear is that 
I've driven almost every car 
in the game. It's not guesswork 
when I tell the developers that 
the Zonda has more 
understeer, where the front 
tyres start slipping at the 
apexes of hairpins. Or that the 
McLaren Fi gets ‘floaty' at 
200mph because of its lack of 
downforce. I've driven those 
cars, and they've made my 
changes, so I know the cars are 
as realistic as possible."

Y ou may have 
already heard

That^s why the 
Liechtenstein-based 
NanoFlowcell AG 
is working on a 
powertrain that can, 
theoretically, run on 
seawater and produces 
nothing in the way 
of ice-cap destroying 
emissions from the 
exhaust pipe. 

The Quantino is 
the third car from the 
marque to use flowcell 
technology, which 
sees two tanks of ionic 
fluid (salty water) 

- one positively 
charged 


and the other negatively 
charged - create energy 
to drive electric motors. 

The family-friendly 
Quantino features four 
low-voltage motors - 
one driving each wheel 
- that develop a total of 
iSSbhp. The result is 
a city slicker that can 
cruise at speeds of up 
to 124mph for 620 miles 
before the tanks need 
filling up. 

It also looks pretty 
neat, sitting on 22-inch 
wheels and sporting 
a bulbous body kit that 
makes it appear like 
a Nissan Juke mated 
with a Tron light cycle. 

There^s no word on 
price but the engineers 
claim we'll see one 
on the road in the next 
few years. Let's hope 
Shell starts stocking 
positively and 
negatively charged 
ionic fluids, otherwise 
we won't be getting 
very far.

More banerv-powered machines to get excited about 



Ford MoDeiMe 

Ford recently unleashed an electric bicycle that 
can fold down and fit into the back of one of its 
cars. The MoDe:Me features a 200-watt motor that 
allows cyclists to cruise at 15mph without getting 
a sweat on. It also has indicators, brake lights and 
a built-in sat nav that sends vibrations to the 
corresponding handlebar. 



Audi R8 e-tron 

Audi’s latest VIO-powered R8 is a thorough overhaul 
of the best-selling supercar but the marque is also 
selling an all-electric e-tron version. The lithium-ion 
batteries and dual electric motors have been 
tweaked to develop 450bhp and propel the machine 
from 0-62mph in just 3.9 seconds. Who said saving 
the planet had to be boring?

HI, SEAN! HOW DID THIS 
MAD CHALLENGE START? 

The cycle was because I had 
no money for a holiday, so 
I bought a rubbish bike from 
eBay and decided to go on a 
ride. I ended up cycling the 
length of Britain, some 1,300 
miles. It took 25 days in the 
end: the record is 44 hours. 




so I was pretty bad actually. 
THEN YOU DECIDED TO 
SWIM THE UK... 

The preparation was really 
hard. People thought I was 
joking and it was all a publicity 
stunt. All my time was spent 
checking out the tides and 
what boats Fd need. 

HOW DID YOU TRAIN TO 
SWIM THAT DISTANCE? 

I took the attitude that 
I would get fitter on the 
swim. At the time I didn^t live 
anywhere near the sea, so 
I did all my strength work in 
the gym and pool. I also did 
a coaching session where they 
filmed me and improved my 
style. My stroke was dreadful, 
so I basically had to re-learn 
how to swim. 

HOW CLOSE DID YOU 
COME TO DEATH'ON THE 
SWIM? ‘ 

As we were rounding Cape 
Wrath - five days from the end 
- a freak storm hit and the 
kayak my support team was 
in capsized. The boat also 
overturned, our yacht took 
on water and we lost paddles, 
fuel and food. The waves were 
20-feet high and I had to swim 
while all this was going on. 

As the weather was getting so 
bad, Fd have to either complete 
the swim then or abandon it. 

I was fairly sure Fd drown at 
one point. 

WE UNDERSTAND YOU 
NEARLY BAILED ON THE 
VERY FIRST DAY... 

The first day was a 


energy Fd have to eat blocks 
of butter, which I melted into 
a bowl of soup, topped with 
walnut and coconut oil. 
Because my tongue was so 
swollen, everything was 
blended into a puree. 

AND YOU DID THIS ON A 
SUPER-SMALL BUDGET? 

I had to beg and scrape for 
any bits of kit, goggles and 
swimsuits. At one point, I was 
so pathetically small 
- 1 weighed less than 10 stone - 
I was sent a child^s extra large 
wetsuit. The boat we had was 
pretty old, and there was no 
hot or running water or 
facilities. I went well over 
a month without having 
a shower. However, it was 
the crew I felt sorry for! 

WHAT DID YOU SEE? 

A lot of my sessions were at 
3am in pitch-black because the 
weather and tides were good. 
You have to swim then or 
youVe finished. I saw dolphins, 
seals and the luminous 
phosphorescence - crazy 
lights shining underwater. 
WHAT HAPPENED WHEN 
YOU ATTEMPTED TO 
CYCLE THE GLOBE? 

In 2012 , 1 set out to be the 
fastest person to cycle the 
planet. After three weeks 
I was ahead of schedule, 
averaging 180 miles per day. 

Then in America, 

I was run over by 
a speeding driver.

No - 1 was crap at sport at 
school! I was 30 years old, 
miserable as a photographer 
and sold my business for £1 
so I could start taking on 
challenges instead.
